It i bot
naturnl to suppose that the knowledge of mems
bera from the Soath as to the effect apon South-
ern industry, upon the cotton enlture, nnd upon
Souihern prospects genorally, of unexport cotton
tax 0l two oeuts per pound, would be more
scourate and intelligent than that of members
from Lhie Northern Stnles, Some may suy, even
on tins question, which we bring up merely as
an Mustration, the loeal imterests would lead all
the Southero Re prefeptatives Lo vore one way,
i they bad the lborty of yotlng: but this is an
argumont, if it be an preument at all, that worka
both ways, and bears azalost the vote of North.
ern members as strongly us it would nzainst
that of Southern methers;

Wo are likewise hindered from obtainin
through legitimate channcls the opinlons an
sentiments ol the Southern people upon nume-
rous imporiant questions ot national interest
by the exclusion of their ropresentatives, Con-
gress itsell bns 1o fall back upon such means as
It has adopted In enlling betore it for examing.
tion prominent wen, such as Lee, Bouts, and
others from the southern states. The people
generally have w fall back upon what thoy
learn from the newspapers; and this differs so
widely, accordinely to the predilections of dif-
ferent journals, that nothing but confusion ean
result 10 the public judgment, Even those who
regularly tee Southern papers find it hard to

ather from them the public sentiment of the
ﬁmly of tha Bouthern people.

In one sense, newspapers arve an index to
public sentiment, but ke Indexes gencrally,
which only gfve hints and detached glimpses of
a subjeet, they are verv apt to mislend those
who have not some familiarity with the mattor
tresmted of, Out of a great body of Southern
papers now beiore us, we eould, by adroit and
unserupulons svissoring, detach and bring to-
gether pleces thnt would represent as prevalent
any state of opioion and feeling we might de-
gire. We all know what discredituble ends
gome of our contemporaries constuntly serve
by this moan#; und we would 88 s00n go to o
man's most matigoanl enemy (o learn hi--' Lyt
chinrnctar as to those sources lenrn the real
condition of affairs,

We would obthin far more siatlsfctory answers
to such fwportant questions as those which the
Congressional Committee put to Genernl Loe,
thon were given, were the representatives from
Bouthern Sintes admitted to pinces i the Nie
tionnl Leglslnture, We would bi no less strine
gent than the most stringent—we would be no
loee stringent thay resident Johnson himealf,
In roquiring from these representatives, helore
1l ook thoir scats, the most conclusive evi.

Power to
pu=s luws over his veto iy {}u\o\‘t'r enough Lo im-
punch und depoge him: and ws the radicals na-
sumie that & lRw is constitutional in psssing i,
thev would also assmmwe that § wis constitu-
tional in condembving the President tor its non-
enlopeement,  Under such eirctimstances, mauy
important and delicate quedtions would arlse.
Ougl! the President to co-operate in a stratogem
for his removal, by acting precisely as his oppo-
nents would wish?  COught he, on the other
hand, to lend himself to break down the Consti-
tution? Would such a revolutionary atrempt Lo
put & compliant Republican in his place jusiity
toreible resistance ¥

Ot these polnts, which are, as yet, meroly
speculntive, we will congider but one, The Pre-
gldent being sworn to “preserve, protect, and
detend the Constitutton of the United States,®
cun be onder no obligation to execule a Inw
clenrly repugnant theieto. The Constijution
being the sopreme law, all laws in confliet with
t are void, and should he disregarded or re-
siated, as the case may requlre, DBut this prin-
cviple ¢an extend only 1o theaction of the I xeen-
tve. The President ean refuse to net noder an
pnecnstitutional law; bav he cannot interiere to
vontrol the wevon of the Courts, who will enforee
it, or declure it unconstitutional, in the inde
pendent exercige of theyr own jodement, T an
uncopstitutional law decliares peanlties, and the
Courts conviet and pasg sentence, the President
hus no more power Lo dictate to the judges than
the judees to him,  But alier dentenos, complete
control oves it belongs 1o the President by has
power to grant reprieves and purdons, BEven
where the lnw i& constitutional, he has this
suthority, with no Uit on §&8 exercise but his
own discretion, In the case of an unconstitu-
tiopal law, be would be lustiied in cancelling
every eentenoe by A pardon—a prerogative with
whitch neither the Legislative nor the Judicial De-
pariment can imterfery, ns he derives it direotly
frem the Constitution,
